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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 24 October 
2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gramespacher (DE 39 13 139 C 2). 

4. Per claim 1 , Gramespacher discloses a workpiece seat comprising an elongated 
housing 6; a spindle 7 rotably supported in the housing 6, said spindle 7 having a 
working end; an electric direct drive 10 for the spindle 7 comprising a rotor 10a fixed on 
the spindle 7 and a stator 10b fixed on the housing 6; a clamping means 14 provided at 
the working end of the spindle 7, said clamping means 14 being shaped and configured 
for fixing a bar-shaped workpiece in the spindle 7; a connection unit 15a/b provided at 
the rear part of the housing 6 for energy supply; and a fixing means 21 for fixing the 
spindle in the housing by contacting the working end of the spindle, said fixing means 
21 being formed as a compact part. 
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5. Per claim 2, Gramespacher discloses a front side spindle bearing arrangement 9. 

6. Per claim 3, Gramespacher discloses the fixing means 21 arranged on the front 
end of the spindle before the front-side spindle bearing arrangement 9. 

7. Per claim 4, Gramespacher discloses the fixing means 21 comprising at least 
one fixing element 21 at least partially surrounding the spindle 7, and directly acting on 
the peripheral surface of the spindle 7. 

8. Per claim 5, Gramespacher discloses the fixing element 21 arranged in the 
housing part 6 such that it can be moved by a driving force provided by high pressure 
pistons 26. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 6-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

11. For the reasons as set forth above, the rejections are maintained.
